placed then. The show will be 
open for the public Friday and 
Saturday with the annual corn 
club banquet being held at St. 
Mary's school Friday night. The 
seed corn sale when' 150 bushels 
of selected seed will be sold, will 
be held at 1 o'clock 
Saturday 


afternoon. 


Floyd Hiner is superintendent 


of the corn show; Joe Barnard 
is secretary; and Ralph 
Moffitt 


is executive chairman. 


The township classes of the 


show are provided by money 
raised by the township. Six priz- 
es, ranging from $5 to $1 will be 
paid in the 10 ears of yellow corn 
class,, .while, four prizes ranging, 
from $2 to SO cents will b"e paid 
winners of single ear yellow corn 
exhibits. 


Twenty-five cash awards ^.re 


offered in the county class for 
the best displays of 10 ears of 
yellow corn, the prizes ranging 
from- $7.50 to $1. Winners of this 
class will compete for a ribbon 
and sweepstakes cup. A $50 silver 
cup will be awarded for the best 
ten ears in the sweepstakes in 
this class.

called to the accident scene. 


The woman's 
injuries were 


dressed by Dr. H. P. Metcalf of 
this city and she was taken to 
Cincinnati by automobile yes- 
terday. The physician said Mrs. 
Bernstein had lost considerable 
blood from the wounds and that 
had aid not reached her when it 
did the injuries might -have 
proven fatal. She showed con- 
siderable recovery -at the local 
hospital yesterday and it is 
thought she will recover. 


Bernstein told Sheriff Comp- 


ton that he and his wife were 
returning to their home in Cin- 
cinnati from Indianapolis and 
that the machine got out of con- 
trol on the 
ice-covered pave- 


ment, whirled

times and crashed into a tree. 
The impact threw Mrs. Bern- 
stein into the windshield. Bern- 
stein was prevented from strik- 
ing the windshield by the steer- 
ing wheel. He escaped uninjured 
except for minor bruises. 


The automobile, a Chevrolet 


sedan, its frame damaged badly 
by the crash, was brought to a 
local garage.

Action was taken on several 


cases in the Rush circuit court 
Saturday and Monday morning 
by Judge Titsworth, regular 
judge, and 
Judge Craig of 


Greensburg, special judge in 
some cases on the local docket. 


Judge Titsworth has set Jan- 


uary 14 as the trial date for the 
conspiracy and the entering a 
building to commit a felony 
charges against Mr. and Mrs. 
Leo Wilson. Orville Stant, who 
recently turned state's evidence; 
and Mr. and Mrs. Charles Van- 
sickle are also defendants in the 
conspiracy charge. C. M. George 
has been appointed by the court 
to represent the defendants in 
these eases. 


Stant was arraigned in court 


Monday morning on the conspir- 
acy charge and upon his refusal 
to plead, the court entered a plea 
of not guilty for him. 


Judge Craig, special judge, 


entered his decision Saturday in 
the mandamus case of the Re- 
publican company against Ho- 
ward Ewbank, treasurer of Rush 
county. The court found for 
the plaintiff that the defendant 
collect $86959 as taxes for 1928 
hi full upon the property sub- 
ject to -taxation for ithe said: 
company for the said- year, and 
no more, and upon the assess- 
ments of the property as shown 
by the order of the state board 
of tax commissioners and not 
otherwise. 


The court also ruled that the 


defendant not hold any money 
due- the company from 
any 


source as is now in his hands, 
and that he pay over to it such 
sum as he is now withholding 
for payment of such taxes in ad- 
dition to such sum as above 
found due and for costs. After 
satisfaction of the tax in sum of 
$869.29 and a compliance with 
this order the plaintiff shall be 
entitled to funds paid into the 
hands of clerk, the court found. 


Judge Titsworth found for the 


defendants on issue of tempor- 
ary receivership in the case of 
New Salem State bank against 
John and Georgia McKee, for 
foreclosure of mortgage.

ONE ROBBER SHOT 
SUNDAY NEAR WARSAW 


Six Indiana Banks Robbed 


Last Week and Unsuc- 


cessful in Another. 


Death, at Warsaw yesterday of 


a bank robber shot by vigilantes 
brought to a close a week of ban- 
ditry in which six Indiana finan- 
cial institutions were held up, 
and «an unsuccessful 
attempt 


made to rob the safe of another. 


The record shows four alleged 


bandits killed and five others 
capture^. A member of a posse" 
was fatally wounded and two of 
the bandits in'gustody face, trial 
for murder as a result. 


The man who died at Warsaw 


was Jacob (AD Johnson, 26, of 
Chicago. Police said 
Johnson, 


with John Pfeffer, 37, of Chicago, 
and Garland Ive, 26, Mishawaka, 
attempted to rob a bank at Etna 
Green, and -failing in the at- 
tempt, induced Russell Ive, 28, 
South Bend, to join them in rob- 
bing the bank of Seward at Bur- 
ket of $295. As they fled, they 
wrecked an automobile in Etna 
Green, and were captured after 
Johnson was shot. 


Another robbery Saturday was 


that of the bank of Sedalia, Ind., 
by a man who'held up Miss Len- 
nie McPherson, assistant cashier, 
and escaped with approximately 
$1,000 in currency. 


At Danville, 111., yesterday, a 


trio "of robbers who were killed 
las't Tuesday .after they robbed 
the-Citizens bank of Clinton of 
$15,567, were buried at the county 
poor farm, after a coroner's jury 
had decided that two of them. 
Herman Lamm and G. W. Landy, 
committed/suicide when a posse 
surrounded them. The third 
body was that of E. L. Hunter, 
Terre Haute. . 


The other robberies were those 


of the First National bank of 
Plainfieldj where a lone bandit 
obtained $5,000; the Commercial 
bank of Daleville, where two men 
got $800, and the Citizens State 
bank of Denver,' robbed of $600 
by three men. The men partici- 
pating in these holdups escaped.

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HUMANE EDUCATION 


The zeal of those who stress the importance of 


kindness to animals may sometimes appear to be 
a manifestation of sentimentality, yet there is 
generally behind it a sincere and laudable 
impulse. 


While it may be argued that the sympathy and 


effort expended on unfortunate animals might 
better be exerted in behalf of human beings, the 
fact is that those who treat horses, cats and' dogs 
•with humane consideration are more likely to 
exhibit a similar attitude toward their-fellow- 
men. 


A New York women's organization reports that 


during the' last year it has found homes for 667 
homeless dogs and 549 stray cats, while sixty- 
eight dogs and cats were returned to their 
owners through identifying tags or collars. 
Bronze medals were presented to two men who 
saved a dog at considerable risk to themselves. 


An important work of such organizations is 


the humane education of children, many if not 
most of whom have an apparent natural ten- 
dency to make life miserable for helpless animals, 
particularly those not their own. In some cases 
the mistreatment of animals is merely the result 
of thoughtlessness and may be checked by kindly 
admonition; in others there appears to be a ten- 
dency toward wanton cruelty, which sterner 
measures are necessary to repress. 


The teaching of kindness to animals should 


have a place in the training of every child and it 
can be taught better by personal example than 
in any other way. To befriend a stray cat or dog 
is to teach a lesson in humaneness to all who 
observe the act. And such lessons are worth 
while. 


GETTING UP IN THE MORNING 


If there be any of those ordinary mortals 


whose very fiber revolts at the thought of a cold 


plunge in the morning, and whose soul sickens 
at the thought-of an alarm qlock, here is hopefu 
news. A New York professor of physical educa- 
tion has just given expression to a thought that 
we have secretly entertained for years. "We 
should follow the cat and dog method of arising,' 
he explains, -stretching first a leg, then an arm 
and gradually coming into consciousness." 


Dogs and cats have ,a knack of dropping off to 


sleep with surprising' celerity, but they usually 
take then- time to wake up. Physicians for years 
have preached this principle for children, urging 
mothers never to waken a baby suddenly. The 
sudden transition from sleep to waking is violent 
and hard on the nerves. Many of us grownups 
feel that we can not stand it, either.'Probably it 
isn't good for anybody. 


In starting a cold motor, you generally prune 


it first, then slip gradually from low speed into 
high. Why not be as considerate with the 
human machine?
